the night hours with which the police 
were unable to cope fully, despite the 
aid of military provost guards. Several

hurt this morning and at least 200 riot- 
ers were under arrest. 
The dead in- 


clude Detective Sergeant Harry Wilson, 
shot through the heart by a negro girl 
when he entered a house from which 
she was firing indiscriminately into the 
street. 


Detective llcrnard W. Thompson was 


seriously wounded by a negress in the 
same section of the city.

men are dead and several others are be- 
lieved to have been

Passengers In Airship Leap From Stricken Craft But 


Only One Escapes Serious Injury—Accident Is First of 
Kind in History of Air Navigation.

the explosion and collapse of the dir- 
igible which crushed through the roof 
of the Illinois Trust and Savings bank 
yesterday afternoon, killing 11 persons 
and injuring 26 others. 


Seven employes of the Goodyear Tire 


and Rubber company of Akron. Ohio, 
owners of the airship have been detain- 
ed pending a decision as to whether 
charges of criminal carelessness should 
be filed against them. 


Among those detained are Jack Boett- 


nerr, pilot of the dirigible who escaped 
by jumping with a parachute and VV. 
C. Young in charge of the aeronautic 
department of the (Joodyear company. 


Of the 11 dead, nine were employes 


of the bank and two passengers of the 
airship. 
Five persons were in the air- 


ship at the time of the accident and 
three 
escaped. 
When 
the 
balloon 


crashed through the skylight of the 
hunk at ft o'clock more than 200 em- 
ployes, mostly girls were at work. 


The big balloon, with its five iwssen-'

cope with the Kituation as they were 
when during the celebrated demonstra- 
tion of March 3, 1913 when the crowd 
completely overran them anil all but 
mobbed the 
suHragists parading on 


Pennsylvania avenue. 


The score of casualties In last night's 


fighting was largely in favor of the 
negroes, who, when the extra .strong 
cordon of iwlice and 
troops quieted 


Pennsylvania avenue and the downtown 
section, transferred their activities to 
the lesser guarded districts, 


From trolley cars and swiftly moving 


automobiles negro desperadoes in par- 
ties, singly and in pairs, rained revol- 
ver shots into groups of whites when- 
ver they found them, and 
all night 
there was scattered firing from houses 
In which negroes, terror stricken, but 
not quelled, had barricaded themselves. 


Today the local authorities are con- 


ferring with war department officials 
on measures to stop the rioting. Sug- 
gestions are being made that troops be 
brought here to thoroughly guard the 
city, which the police maintain they are 
unable to do on account of insufficient 
numbers. 


The first police rej>ort of the day told 


of another white woman assaulted and 
injured by a negro at Capitol Heights, 
a suburb to the northeast of the city. 
The woman was practically disrobed in 
her struggles with her assailant who 
escaped after she had scratched and 
bitten him badly. 


This was the seventh attack on white 


women by negro men in and near the 
District of Columbia within two weeks. 
Reserve squads of police and provost 


guards were being rushed through ..he 
streets of the city all night in answer 
to riot calls. Army motor trucks were 
stationed at t>e precinct headquarters 
with a squad of men armed with auto- 
matic rifles, assigned to each. 
More 


than 45 riot calls were turned in at one 
precinct alone between the hours of 7 
and 1 o'clock and others responded to 
almost an equal number. 


While in the minor disorders of Sat- 


urday and 
Sunday 
night crowds of 


white men assumed the aggressive, List 
night's rioting was marked by a general 
preparedness on the part of the negroes 
who during the day purchased hundreds 
of revolvers, 
early
